carrying on the following trades :—(1) Draper, 
including milliners’ cnd dressmakers’ ware- 
rooms ; (2) tailor; (ó) outfitter, hatter, hosier 
and glover; and boot and shoe dealer, in the 
following area :—St. Stephen’s Green, Daw- 
son street, Nassau street, Duke street, Graf- 
ton street, Wicklow street. Exchequer street, 
Suffolk street, Dame street, College street, 
South Anne street, Aston’s quay, South Great 


| George’s street, Westmoreland street, D’Olier 


street, O’Connell street, Lower and Upper; 
Henry street, Mary street, Talbot street and 
North Earl street. : 

The closing hours proposed for such shops 
were 7 o'clock p.m. on each day, except Wed- 
nesday, the weekly half-holiday, at 1 p.m. 


THE OBJECTIONS 


Objections were received within the speci- 
fied time in the form of a memorial sub- 
mitted by the Irish Drapers’, Outfitters’ and 
Boot Traders’ Association. 

Signatures having been verified, it was 
found that the number of objectors in each 
case constituted more than one-third of the 
total number of votes in each trade, and the 
proposed order would appear to be nullified.

DISTRIBUTIVE WORKERS’

In December, 1935, the mÁkimum tempera- 
ture in air, as shown by thé Meteorolomcal 
Register at the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Dublin, was 50.8 degrees; the minimum was 
15, and the mean 38.5 degrees, On grass the 
minimum was 12 degrees, and on seventeen 
nights of the month it was at or below 30 
degrees.. The warmest day was the dist, and 
the coldest night was that of the 23rd. There 
was a total of 67.8 hours of sunshine, the 
largest daily number being 6.6.on the 9th. 

The highest barometer was recorded on the 
10th at a hours (G.M.T.), with wind N.E., 
and the lowest on the 26th at 21 hours 
(G.M.T.), with wind 8.E. 

There was a total rainfall of 1.33 inches, 
compared with 4.41 inches in December, 1934. 
The greatest fall in 24 hours was .24 of an 
inch on the 24th. There were falls of rain or

STATEMENT 


A special meeting of the National Council 
of the licensed trade was held at the ofhces, 
Commercial Buildings, Dame street.. “There 
was a large attendance of delegates from the 
city and provinces, aud Mr. Patrick Hedigan, 
Chairman of the Association, presided. i 

The following matters were discussed by 
the delegates :—Abolition of the Senate, pro- 
cessed beers, registration of shops report and 
forecast legislation arising therefrom, claimg 
of the Performing Kights Society, supplies te 
price-cutting tobacconisis, and the price of 
stamped beer bottles. 

The Vice-Chairman spoke of the _ steps 
taken to deal with the serious problem of 
processed and pasteurised beers, and said 
that this was such a serious matter that 
negotiations had been undertaken with the 
brewers interested in the marketing of pro< 
cessed beers in this country. These negotias 
tions were proceeding satisfactorily, as far as 
Irish brewers were concerned, but had not yet 
concluded. He thought for that reason it would 
be necessary to let that Council meeting stand 
adjourned to some date in January, when a 
definite report on this matter would be 
available. 

The Chairman said he was sorry to have to 
convey the suggestion to their country friends 


of a re-assembly at considerable inconvenience, - 


but Messrs. McArdle (Drogheda), Murphy and 
O’Brien (representing Limerick), Desmond 
(Cork), Russell (Dundalk), and many others, 
expressed their willingness to re-assemble 
when called upon. It was unanimously 
agreed to adjourn the meeting of the Council 
to a later date, when a definite report on the 
matter of pasteurised beer would be available.
